The Triple Alliance. 


The most ominous sign we have yet seen 
fora muss is the inception ofan alliance 
of England, France and Spain against the 
United States Government. It shows that 
there is serious apprehension of trouble in 
the minds of the rulers of those countries. 
It shows that the United States is making 
demands which if persisted in, they regard 
as warranting refusal and resistance. 
It shows that they are thinking 
of a fight, as a contingency that 
may happen in connection with 
present international complications. It 
shows that the point, where complimentary 
professjons of indisturbable friendship 
must end, is a possibility to be prepared 


for. 

Still, this does not indicate war. It is 
only ground for fearing that it may 
come. Often with nations, as with men, a 
determined attitude puts an effectual brake 
on unreasonable claims. Frequently as in 
cases of personal difficulty, there is no real 
cause of quarrel, and no genuine purpose 
on the part of either to do more than 
squabble with words. Sometimes where 
there is a resolute meaning to shed blood. 
the judicious intervention of mutual 
friends settles amicably, very troublesome 
matters of antagonism. 

The oily peace-offerings of Reverdy 
Johnson, and the sputtering fulminations 
of Zach Chandler, make a very pretty con- 
trast. But the one means peace no more 
than the other portends war. 

The Cuban movement is connected with 
the Alabama claims in an indirect sort of 
a way, that produces the rather adulterous 
conjunction of England with Spain, while 
nothing buta commingled motive of inter- 
est and vengeance, could unite France with 


the abhorred Briton. 
Cuba has already half shivered the shack- 


les that bind her to thatonce grandest, but 
now effetest of governments, the Spain of 
Charles the Fifth and of the lecherous Isa- 


bella. 
Jonathan is hankering for this half loose 


plum. 

France has stinging memories of a mur- 
dered Maximilian and the crazed Carlotta, 
blended with the grave indignity of the 


Monroe doctrine. 
It requires no divine prescieace to read 


the causes and,impulses moving unto this 
alliance. A three handed game against one 
opponent has the benefit of numbers to say 
the least of tt. Small powers of arithme- 
tic to calculate a problem that simple. 

Will the war come? Will Grant, mad- 
dened by the annoyances of his situation. 
and hobing to steer clear out of them in 
the role of warrior, apply the lash to Brit- 
ish pride until the gauntlet will be thrown 
down for strife? Will the Chandlers and 
Sumners be allowed to frame the foreign 
policy of tie government until an inso- 
lent pugnacity will leave no alternative 
but blood ? 

We offet no propheties; we simply ob- 
serve that there is cause for expectation of 
trouble, that may or may not, ripen into 
reality.

Railway Systems ms of the South. 


The Cincinnati Gazette gives 4 full ape 
count of the great Railroad Meeting to 
consider the Grand Southern Line fh 
Cincinnati to Chattanooga. 

That venal platitude, our draft-draw 
Governor, made à little talx. 

As part of the news of the day, we} 
below the remarks made by Col. E. a 
bert, and we say with very profound 
gret that it is a pity that such practical | 4 
ability as his speech indicates, should have 
been prostituted as it has been. With 
reputation for principle, such a man could 


wield an influence for great good: 

“Colonel E. Hulbert, 2 of 
the Western and Atlantic Railroad from 

Chattanooga to Atlanta, was announced as 
the next speaker. He called attention to 
the fact that Chattanooga was the northern 
central point of the great system of South- 
ern railways. 

Chattanooga stands in the lower Cum- 
berland Gap, the great — gap through 
which the river passes; the great railroad 
lines from the , coast, from the 
Gulf of Mexico, from the direction of New 
Orleans, ull verge to that common point. 
They converge there, as as explained by the 
conformation of the country. They could 
not have been built otherwise. 

The first great trunk is the Western and 
Atlantic from Chattanooga to Atlanta. 138 
miles in length, with an income of 81.250. 
000. connecting at Atlanta with the Georgia 
road from Atlanta to Augusta. Georgia 174 
miles, with an income of 81.500.000; con- 
necting also with the South Carolina rail- 
road from Augusta to Charleston and 
branch to Columbia, S. C., 205 miles. with 
an increase of about $1,250,000, and with 
the Wilmington and Manchester road, 
Kingsville to Wilmington, N. C., 171 miles, 
with an income exceeding half a million 
dollars. 

Returning to Atlanta asa starting point. 
we have thence to Macon, Georgia, the Ma- 
con and Western road, 103 miles, with an 
income of about $500,000 per annum; con- 
necting with the Southwestern railway to 
Eufala, Alabama, 143 miles, with branches 
to Fort Gaines and Albany, Georgia, 51 
miles, a total of 194 miles of the South- 
western road and branches, with an income 
of over $800,000 per annum. 

Returning to Macon, we have the road 
from Macon to Savannah, Ga., by the Cen- 
tral road with its branches to Milledgeville 
and Augusta, Ga., 288 miles, with an in- 
come of 81.500 008; also the Atiantic and 
Gulf road, Savannah to Bainbridge, Ga., 230 
miles. with a side line of 40 miles, connec> 
ing with the entire railway system of Flor- 
ida; total earnings exveeding one million 
dollars. 

Again, in immediate connection with the 
latter, are the Florida roads, of an aggre- 
gate length of 300 miles. Earnings amount 
to $800.000. 

Returning to Macon, from thence to Co- 
lumbus, Ga., by the Southwestern Road, 50 
miles, and the Muscogee road. 50 miles, 
with total earnings exceeding $500,000. 

Returning to Macon, we have the Macon 
and Brunswick Railroad, under contract 
and being rapidly completed, 185 miles. 
about 85 miles of which are in running or- 
der. 

The harbor of Brunswick is the best 
south of Norfolk, with 28 feet of water on 
its bar at ebb tide, with a capacity to safe~ 
ly float the navies of the world. 

Returning to Atlanta, thence to West 
Point, Ga.. by the Atlanta and West Point 
road, 87 miles. Gross earnings, $350.000 
per annum. From West Point te Mont- 
gomery, 88 miles. Earnings, $350,000 per 
annum. 

Montgomery to Mobile and Pensacola by 
the Montgomery, Mobile and Pensacola 
roads, 172 miles; gross earnings exceeding 
half a million of dollars. 

This presents the railway connections in 
Georgia, South Carolina, and Florida by 
the one great trunk line, the Western and 
Atlantic Railroad from Chattanoogo and

The next great trunk line penetrating 
the Cotton belt is the Selma, Rome and 
Dalton Road, completed to Rome, 197 
* thence by the Rome road to Kings- 

n. 20 miles, thence 60 miles to Chatta- 


ora 

This company is rapidly extending its 
line from Rome to Dalton, Georgia, short- 
ening their line 18 miles. This may be 
called the second great trunk line from 
Chattanooga, 277 miles in all. This con- 
nec.s at Selma with steamers for Mobile. 
by the Alabama river, navigable at all sea- 
sons, and on the west with the Selma and 
Meridian Road, 107 miles, which in turn 
connects with the Vicksburg and Meridian 
Railroad, to Vicksburg, Mississippi, 140 
miles, penetrating the heart of the cotton 
— of Central Alabama and Missis- 


ippi. 

The third great trunk Tine was the 
Alabama and Chattanooga, froin Chatta- 
nooga to Meridian. 276 miles, through the 
Wills Valley, vin Elyton and Tuscaloosa. 
The Wills Valley is particularly rich in 
coal and iron. The mountans on either 
side for a distance along the route of 60 
miles, are filled with these minerals. In 
constructing this road cuts were frequent- 
ly made through iron. In some instances 
embankments were made of iron ore taken 
from the excavations. This road then
